SOME GOGOD PUDDINGS. 


A delicious orange pudding can be 
mace with bread crumbs. Scald two 
cups of milk and turn over it one 
quarter cup of dried bread crumbs, 
jetting it stand until cool.

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CURIOUS CREWS. 


— 


That Ever Sailed 
—Alse the Queerest. 


Which is the oldest crew that ever 
sailed? Some seamen uld say it | 
must be that ghostly one which has 
for almost three centuries been try- 
ing to navigate the Flying Dutchman | 
round the Cape of ‘Good Hope, but, | 
putting superstition aside, an answer | 
may be found in the ship's company | 
of the Wilftam Crow, of ikea) 
England, lost about three years ago 
of Hartlepool. The vessel carried 
four hands, of whom the youngest 
Was eixty-cight, the next sixty-nine— 
these two did duty aloft—the captain | 
the cabin boy had | 
attained to the patriarchal age of 
b venty-two, says London Tit-Hits. 

This is reminiscent of the crews 
supplied to the ships of Commodore | 
Anson's squadron when they were t- 
ting Gut for his famous voyage round 
the world. For this purpose 500 in- 
valids were ordered to be collected 
from the out-pensionere of Chelsea, | 
and in answer to Anson's expostula- 
tions the Admiralty authorities of | 
the day told him that they “thought | 
them the properest men. that could 
be employed on this occasion.’' But! 
a great number of the men them- 
selves thought differently, for, al- 
though the whole 500 were conveyed 
to Portamouth, only 259 joined the 
squadron, for, as Anson's chronicler 
puts it, „ all those that had limbs 
and strength deserted, leaving be 
hind only such as were literally in- 
valids, most of them being sixty 
years of age, and some upwards of 
seventy.” 

Either from compulsion or from 
choice some of the vessels of our 
mercantilo marine carry crews who, 
in a different way, are almost as help- 
less as those supplied to Anson. Thus 
at an inquiry recently into the loss 
of a British barque it transpired | 
that the helmeman at the wheel at 
the time of the wreck was a foreign- 
er, ignorant of the English language, 
With whom no one on board the ship 
Was capable of communicating in his 
own tongue,

But if we are surprised thus to 
hear of a steersman who was dumb 
for all practical purposes, what is to 
be said of a whole crew of blind 
men? The story~as grisly a one as 
sea history holds—is told by Bux- 
ton, the great anti-slavery agitator, 
Who says that in one instance the 
crew of a schooner making the Mid- 
dle Passage all caught ophthalmia 
from their living freight, and the 
vessel groped helplessly about the 
Atlantic until picked up quite by.

A more cheerful’ tale of a curious 
kind of crew came recently from Kiel, 
where a Turkish corvette had been 
sent in connection with some repairs. 
The Turks on board, having exhaust- 
ed both money and credit, and being

New Harvesting Machine. 


Mr. John Rollins, who recently pur- 
chased a new Peerless Separator with 
Wind-stacker attachinent, from the 
Sawyer & Massey Co., of Hamilton, 
started the new outfit on Monday at 
the farm of Mr.Sam.Rollins,of Cooper, 
where about 300 bushels of barley and 
wheat werethreshed, We understand 
the Wind-stacker is the first ever op- 
erated in this township, Mr. Rollins 
is to be congratulated on being the 
first to introduce this labor-saying de- 
vice into this part of the country. Mr. 
Rollins is well satisfied with his new 
machines his Wind-stacker will save 
the farmer from three to four men 
each day he threshes. The straw can 
be stacked without the aid of men as 
the machine will do all the work and 
do it as well as can be done by haying 
from three to four men on the stack : 
and where straw is being put in the 


¢| barn from the machine only one man 


is required to take care of the straw, 
where it usually took from three to 
five men with the old style of thresh- 
ing machine. Mr. Sam. Rollins, who 
is one of the best farmers in the 
county, was the first man in the town- 


ship to thresh with the new, machine, 


and he is delighted with it. If any 
farmer doubts the Wind-stacker's cap- 
acity for taking care of the straw per- 
haps his fears will vanish when he is 
told that Mr. Rollins threshed 50 bush- 
els of wheat in 21 minutes, the Wind- 
stacker taking care of the straw and 
putting it back in the barn without 
any trouble, The new machine was 
driven by a 13 1 engine 
made by the Sawyer & Massey Co., 
which Mr. Rollins has been using for 
some years. Mr. Rollins will be oper- 
ating his new machine in the Allen 
Settlement in a few days where it can 
be seen by any who wish.

LYDDITE, SO-CALLED. 

Lyddite is so called because it was 
first tested at Lydd, a little place in 
Kent, where many of our soldiers are 
trained every year to become marks- 
men. 

Woolwich Arsenal, as might be ex- 
pected by reason of the highly dang- 
crous work executed there, has been 
the scene of many disasters similar 
to the lamentable occurrence on June 
18th;" One of the most curious was 
an explosion which took place in the 
rocket factory in 1883. On this oc- 
casion the town was literally bom- 
barded by the exploding projectiles,

the loss of but two lives. But the 
alarm caused among the inhabitants 
of the town was very great, as can 
well be imagined. 

Several terrible fires have devasta- 
ted the historic Arsenal, which was 
originally built on what war a hage 
rabbit-warren, At the beginning of 
the nineteenth century it was prac- 
tically fazed to the ground, and 
$1,000,000 worth of damage was 
done. Again, in 18738, the Royal 
Military Academy, which formed 
Hart of the buildings was destroyed, 
and the loss to the nation was 
$500,000. 

Several explosions have taken 
place there in addition to these ho- 
locausts, and many valuable lives 
have been lost. Dynamite has been 
the cause of many terrible explo 
sions. In fact, we owe the invention 
itself to ona of hese catastrophes. 
Prior to 1868 Mr. Alfred Nobel was, 
comparatively speaking, in a small 
Way of business as a manufacturer 
of nitro-glycerine: but in this year 
his factory was blown to pieces by 
an explosion of this highly guscop- 
tidle concoction. 

SMOKELESS GUNPOWDER. 

This awful incident, which would 
have been sufficient to have convinced 
most men that they had better seck 
fields and pastures new, only incited 
Mr. Nobel to further experiment, and 
he discovered that by mixing nitro- 
glycerine with powdered charcoal it 
became to a great extent safe to 
handle, although none of its tre- 
mendous explosive power was lost. 

The result of this discovery was 
dynamite, out of which, together 
with a smokeless gunpowder which 
he also invented, Alfred Nobel made 
a fortune of $10,000,000, a greater 
part of which he left, on hie denth, 
for the institution of what are now 
the famous Nobel prizes. These are 
five in number, and are awarded an- 
nually, and each is of the value of 
about $40,000. Last year one of 
these substantial awards was won 
by an Englishman—Major Rose—for 
his discovery of the fact that ma- 
arial fever is caused and spread by 
mosquitoes, and for instituting ef- 
feétual. means for dealing with these 
poisonous - pests, 

Dynamite has been largely utilized 
by desperate individuals, who, tak- 
ing advantage of its peculiar powers, 
have endeavored by its means to 
make the world ring with their griev- 

But perhaps the meanest 
and most terrible use to which it 
has ever been put was by a man 
named Thomas. This individual 
consigned a cask of this terrible ma- 
terial to be conveyed by the North- 
German Lloyd steamer Mosel“ to a 
foreign port. With it he sent a 
clockwork machine, which would, in 
eight days, give the cask a powerful 
blow. explode the dynamite, and 
wreck the ship. But from some 
cause the dynamite exploded in the 
dock, and eighty persons were killed 
and about two hundred injured. 

After this awful result of his flend- 
ish plan Thomas committed suicide, 
confessing before he did so that his 
object had been to obtain the paltry 
sum for which other goods of his on 
the same ship were insured. 

Subsequent to thie—in 1884—an ex- 
plosion took place at another of 
Nobel's factories, and ten lives were 
lost.

JAPANESE QUARANTINE. 


Equals, if Not Surpasses, Western 
Countries. 


The alert enterprise of Japan has 
long been the admiration of the 
world. In its quarantine regula- 
tions it equals, if not surpasees, 
Western countries. A writer in the 
Medical Record says that the Japan- 
ese quarantine rules are strist, for 
the Chinese and Korean pestilence 
conters are only two or three days’ 
distance by steamer, and Japan has 
much commerce with the mainland. 

On entering a Japanese harbor a 
steamer is mot by a boatload of 
quarantine doctors. Their launch is 
equipped with microscopes and ap- 
paratus for making bacteriological 
examinations, Each of the doctors 
is able to speak at least one forcign 
tongue, so that English, French, 
German, Russian and Chinese, indeed 
people of all nations, can be exam- 
ined in their own language. 

All the passengers and the mem- 
bers ol the crew are lined up on

Great Increase of Deaths From the 
Disease.

For some years past physicians 
apparent rapid increase in cancer. 
Their argument is based upon the ol- 
ficial mortality statistics of various | 
countries, which seem to show that 
the number of deaths from malig- | 
nant tumors is becoming greater, 


than two not only absolutely and in phopor- | es 


tion to the increase of population 
but also in proportion to the deaths 
from all causes. ‘ 

Thus in England in 1890 the death- 
rate from cancer Was nearly sixty- | 
eight per one hundred thoushnd of 
the population, and in 1900 it was 
almost cighty-three per one hundred 
thousand. The ratio of deaths from 
cancer to those from all causes in 
persons over thirty-five yoars of age 
Was one out of twenty in 1890, but 
in 1900 it was one out of twelve. 

The publication of these figures has 
created a feeling of groat uneasiness 
in kngland, and many theories have 
been put forward to account for | 

But as a matter of fact, the | 
condition is probably not so bad as 
it appears to be. Figures are no- | 
toriously misleading, and those on 
prevalence of cancer are doubt- | 
less no exception to the rule. j 

In the first place, vital statistics 
are becoming more accurate with 
each year, and figures are now ro- 
turned from places whence none came 
ten years ago. Again, physicians | 
are acquiring constantly greater ac- | 
curacy in diagnosis, and many deaths 
which would formerly have been re | 


, turned as from some other cause are | 


now put down to cancer. Another | 
fact which softens somewhat the ter- 
rifying aspect of these statistics is 
that the general length of life is in- 


live to the age at which cancer com- 
monly appears. 

‘These facts cannot, however, ex- 
plain away all the figures, and it is | 
undoubtedly true that cancer is in- 
creasing more or less rapidly. Bat 
there is u bright side to this, as to |

| All nutriment is carried into

ter, since water is the universal car- 
rier, it should. ever be present in 
the animal tissues in quanties suff. 
cient to accomplish the desired re. 
sults. Animals, especially in sum 
mer, should have free access to 
Water, and not stagnant water, alive 
with bacteria and germs. 


IN HOT WEATHER 


n great Weal of moisture is lost 


through the animal body by perapir 


ation ard evaporation and this must 
be supplied or the animal suffers. 

Yet some owners of stock think that 
once or twice a day is mufficient to 
water animals. 

How often at evening time do we 
| see animals that have gone without 
Water since morning rush to the wa- 
tering place and drink as if famish- 
od. This doing without water for a 
long od, and then drinking rav- 
jenously is hard on the digestive sys- 
tem, and causes much feed to go to 
Waste, when by a little more atten- 
tion to watering the food would 
produce much better results in the 
animal. ; 

Another cause of much annoyance 
to animals is dirty, poorly lighted 
and ventilated stables. Abundant 
provision should be made for the 
ingress of light. It is best if the 
light is admitted from the side or 
rear of the animals, especially hors- 
es. We all know that light shining 
directly in the face is very disagrees 
able amd bad for the eyes of both 
man and beast. 

It is probably. best for all animals 
to spend the nights during hot 
Weather in a pasture, but if 
are kept up, seo that the stables 
have a good circulation of air. Pro- 
viston should also be mate for tem- 
porarily storing the excrements, 
both to keep the stable clean anti to 
Nrevent lors of the valuable consti+ 
jtuents of the manures. No excre- 
ments should be thrown out of the 
windows or doors of the stable, 

INTO OPEN WEATHER 
where they become a nuisance and 
are waeted. In the summer these 
open piles of barnyard refuse be- 
come a hotbed for flies and other 
sage: that threaten the well-being, 
not only of the animals but the peo- 
ple on the farm. 

A work team that stand 
poorly ventilated stable, 
flies the greater 
hours, have wasted so much energy, 
both nervous and muscular, that 
they are not able to do as much 
work the next day as though they 
had been provided with comfortable 
quarters, and had a chance to rest. 
If there is a pile of refuse in the 
barnyard that cannot be gotten rid 
of at once, treat it a dose of kero- 
bene emulsion. Make a strong vonp- 
| suds amd add one-third as much ker 
osene as suds, With this sprinkle 
Sgenerously and often any refuse 
about the barnyards and not a third 
as Many flies will infest your prem- 
ises. The emulsion kills the tiny 
maggots, Which change into flies. 

Keep your animals comfortable 
amd they will repay you by 
better able to work and grow.

A scattering, un- 
even fleece ia indicative of either 
poor health or very poor care, and 
it may cost more care and feed to 
put such a one into good condition 
than it over will be worth as a 
breeder.

Was In Use by the Babylonian 
3,600 Years Ago. 


The term vero, which is, used te 
designate a cipher and in meteorolo 
gy the entire absence of heat in the 
atmosphere, was, according to s 
mathematical historian, Moritz Can 
tor, used by the Babylonians about 
the year 1700 B. C. This, however, 
is merely a supposition. It has not 
boon definitely established that rere 
was in uso any carlicy than 400 A 
D. About this time it was used is 
India, and several centuries later the 
Arabs began to employ it. Throug) 
the Arabs its use became known ta 
Europeans during the twelfth cen 
tury. It was not generally adoptee 
in Furope until several centuries lat - 
er, notwithstanding its great advant- 
ages. For a considerable time there 
wore two parties among the Puro 
pean educators. One party, knowns 
as the algorists, favored the adop- 
tion of the Hindoo system of nota 
tion (falsely called Arabic), with ita 
position values, while the other, 
known as the abacista, favored the 
Roman notation without cero’ or 

ition, value. 
Ve general adoption of the Hin-

To clean willow furniture, use salt 
and water, and apply with a coarse 
brush ; dry thoroughly. 


To mend small holes in plastering 
use one part plaster of paris and three 
parts fine sand; mix with cold water 
apply with a small knife. 


To fill cratks in floors thoroughly 
soak 3 ina paste made of 
one pound of flour, three quarta of 
water and a tablespoonful of alum 
thoroughly mixed and boiled, Add 
paper until about as thick as putty, 
and it will harden like papier-mache. 

Old furniture that has a dull, greasy 
look should be rubbed with turpentine 
and then polished withany polish. 

A brilliant black varnish for iron 
stoves and fire-places is made by stirr- 
ing ivory black into ordinary shellac 
varnish, 

A good stove polish is made of one- 
half pound powdered black lead, one- 
half gill of water and orfe-half ounce 
of sugar, bottle and shake thoroughly. 
A very simple polish is a mixture of 
black ink and white of eggs, and is 
said to be very good. 

Polish mixed with turpentine, it is 
claimed, prevents rust,is blacker,more 
glossy and durable than if mixed with

PLANTING FALSE TEETH. 


A Moscow dentist appears to have 
solved the problem of supplying the 
human mouth with faler teeth which 
will grow into the gums as firmly 
as natural ones. At the root of 
the false teeth holes are mnde. 
Holes are also wade into the jaw 
itself. The tooth is then placed 
in the cavity. In a short time a 
soft, graduated growth ümis its 
way from the patient's jaw into the 
tooth. This growth gradually nar- 
dene and holds the tooth in its 
position. It is stated that it does

The British Government Will 


Strengthen Esquimault. 


There are many rumors going the 
rounds in Exequimault the an- 
nouncément appeared recently about 
the reported intention of the Ad- 
miralty to reduce the station to a 
cCommeadore’s command says a recent 
letter from Victoria, C. The 
change, in so far as the fleet is con- 
cerned, has virtually taken place. 
A Rear Adnuürals station calls for 
woven vessels, whereas there are only 
the flagship Amphion (which will 
probably be leaving for home next 
month), the Flora and the sloop 
Shearwater, now on her way north 
to do patrol duty in the Behring 
sealing reason; the Arethusa, which 
went to Japan from here, was never 
replaced; the Condor, lost at sea, 
Was never succeeded, and two tor 
pedo destroyers make a third re- 
daction. 

But while the fleet has been re 
duced, the strength of the station 
has been increased rather than dim- 
inished. Around Signal Ill there 
is a perfect hive of industry. Store- 
houses, offices and buildings of var- 
ious kinds are going up on either 
side of the hill, and roadways are 
in course of construction leading to 
the summit of the hill, Here will 
be located one of the big 9.2 guns, 
coming from England. ‘This piece of 
ordnance is much larger than those 
in service in any of the forts sur- 
rounding Esgqulnmult, for these are 
only G-inch guns. The 9.2 guna, 
with their equipment, weight 30 
tons, and located among the rocks 
on the top of the hill, would have a 
very commanding position of the 
whole harbour. But quite as im- 
portant a move on the part of the 
navy in the fortifying of Esquimault 
has been the purchase of a piece of 
property between the Lagoon and 
Payson's Bridge, where large and 
modern m nes are shortly to be 
erected. It would abhnost seen) that 
the intention of the Admiralty was 
to make this station an important 
base of supplies. 

Furthermore, there are on hand 
a large number of big guns in the 
yard at Esquimault, which are al- 
ways kept in stock for a possible 
| hostile contingency, and in the event 
lof war it is said any number of im- 
provised forts 
rocks could be provided on very 
short notice. In fact, the Whole 
disposition of authorities at home is 
now to augment the military forces, 
jand not to increase naval ones. It 
jis reported that another company of 
Royal Garrison Artillery is to be 
| stationed here, and the fact that 
| Major Gurdon, of the Artillery arm, 
is to succeed Colonel Grant, of 
Royal Engineers, who has been com 
mandant for years, lends color to 
ithe probability of the artillery 
branch becoming the stronger of the 
two.

“Aa pray, why do you carry a 
cane? asked a friend of a man who 
is notorious for making as little hy- 
sical exertion as possible, 

For exercise, sir, was the re 
sponse, jokingly delivered. 

As a matter of fact, a light walk- 
ing cane is the only apparatus need- 
ed for a highly beneficial system of 
open-air physical culture that can be 
taken with ease by the business man 
on country or seaside tambles. Not 
a single movement will lotertere with 
hie walk. Instead, cane exercises 
will send him who practi t back 
to his hotel or cottage reinvigorated 
from head to foot. it will fer 
the armas and upper part of the body 
what walking doce for the legs. It 
will take care of and healthfully ex- 
ercise thome sets of muscles that can- 
not be brought into active play by 
pedestrianisn. Therefore, cane ex- 
ercise takes no thought of the legs, 
for the legs unconsciously exercise 
thomselvos, 

This mode of outdoor physical cul- 
ture, then, removes the frequently 
raised objection to walking, that it 
does not act with equally beneficial 
effect on all parts of the body. At 
the samo time it permits of no neg 
lect of the lege. 

But cane exercire is valuable for 
another reason. It can be adapted 
to the individual without the slight- 
est difficulty and without reducing 
its efficiency.

LONDON PARTICULARLY 
suffers from unlimited numbers of the 
worst kinds of cases of aliens and 
‘needy town dwellers, whose poor 
bodies and poorer minds are often 
wapped by disease. 
For this and another great cause 
of the increase of insanity, namely, 
the marriages of those tainted with 
lunacy, Dr. White advocates State 
regulations. He is also in favor of 
| such Government control for the 
{mitigation of the chief cause of in- 
jsanity, drink. England within the 
lhamt fifty years has become a spirit 
drinking nation.

THE NEW SCIENCE. 


— — 


Men of Science Differ in Opinion 
As to the Age of the 
Earth. 

The carth hes been regarded as 
Spinning steadily round a certain 
Ned axis, so that the Poles romain- 
ed in exactly the same spots. Quite 
recently has come the discovery that 
the North Pole executes a sort of 
complicated waltzes, always moving, 
but never straying more than thirty 
feet from ita mean position. It is 
Professor H. II. Turner, FR. S., who 
suggests the alternating accumula- 
tions of snow and ice as the possible 
cause of this phenomenon, and it is 
said the Royal Astronomical Society 
is about to establish a number of 
stations in high latitude with the 
object of testing this phenomenon of 

the waltzing Polos. 

Hardly any two scientists agree as 
to the age of the carth—that is, as 
to the length of time which has 
elapsed since the carth's crust be- 
came solid. Considering the very 
slow rate at which rocks are deposit- 
ed by water, and the immense thick- 
nese of the beds of these ‘stratified’ 
rocks as they are called—it seems 
that at least one thousand million 
years have passed since the globe 
evolved in its present shape out of 
the whirling mass of incandescent 
matter which it must once have been. 


WEIGHING THE GLOBE. 


But Lord Kelvin, arguing from the 
known rate of loss of heat, declares 
that not more than one hundred mil- 
lion years ia the limit of time which 
has passed by since firm rocks ap- 
peared and life be pe upon the carth, 
More recently, Professor Tait has 
shown reason to believe that a tenth 
of Lord Kelvin's estimate may be 
ot neater the truth. All geologists, 
however, declare that the latter esti- 
mate is too low. 

We know with the utmost exacti- 
tude how heavy our little world is. 
It vou put down the figure 6, and 
follow it thy twenty-one noughts, 
you have it within a very few mil- 
lion tons. Roughly speaking, this 
implies that the earth is five and a 
hall times as heavy as a globe of 
Water of the same size. 

But, in spite of this accurate know- 
ledwe of the carth’s weight, we have 
no real idea of what is the condi- 
tion of things inside our planet. 
Thousands of experiments made in 
all pants of the world show that the 
temperature rises on an average 
about one degree for every sixty feet 
below the surface. If this rate ot in- 
crease continues regularly towards 
the centre, that part of the globe 
must be at a heat so appalling that 
imagination is unable to grasp it. 
When this fact of increase of temper- 
ature with depth first became ascer- 
tained, goologiasts got the idea that 
We Were living upon a thin crust of 
firm rock which coated a furious fur- 
hace of which volcanoes were the 
escape-pipes. 


WHAT IS INSIDE THE EARTH? 


Now we know better than that. We 
have found, among other things, 
that an carthquake in Japan is able 
to register itself in England. This 
actually happencc in the case of the 
digaster in North Japan four or five 
years ago, when 30,000 people lost 
their lives. A tremor of this kind 
could not pass unless the carth had 
a rigidity approaching that of ste, 
and observations of tides, and the 
attractions exercised upon us by sun 
and moon, have made it pretty cer- 
tain that our world is just about as 
hard and solid as so much steel. 
This does away with the liquid in- 
terior theory, and makes it fairly 
certain that the earth is solid all 
through, with perhaps occasional ac- 
cumulations of fluid rock here and 
there in parts where, for some rea- 
son or other, the pressure is not as 
great as it is in others.

“SEA-LEVEL” A MiSNoMER. 


Wa are accustomed to talk of sea- 
level as an invariable quantity. It 
ia positively startling to find how 
very far from level the sea is. Not, 
of course, merely from the passing 
influence of tides and winds, but 
there are great and permanent ele- 
vations in the sea—positive moun- 
tains, in fact. It is caloulated that 
in the Bay of Bengal the water lies 
at a lovel exceeding that of the Indi- 
an Ocean by fully three hundred feet, 
and that the Pacific Ocean along the 
coast of South America may be 
heaped up as much as two thousand 
fect higher than the water in the op- 
posite Atlantic. These water moun- 
tains“depend upon tho attraction of 
great mountain masses, the Bay of 
Bengal upon the Himalayas, and the 
South Pacific upon the American 
Andes. ‘ 

The height of our highest moun- 
tains has been measured to within 
an inch or two, and we have accur- 
ate information on tho subject of 
the great depths of the sea, But we 
do not yet know with any certainty 
how deep is the atmospheric envelope 
of the earth. At one time twenty- 
seven miles Was given as the limit. 
This was, increased to forty, and 
soon even this estimate was extend- 
ed to one hundred. 


Our only means of measurement is 
by the meteors which spring into an 
incandescent blaze through friction 
when they strike our atmosphere. As 
man cannot live at a much greater 
height than five miles up, it may be 
that woe shall never learn exactly 
how thick is the atmospheric ocean 
at the bottom of which we crawl 
about.

Origin of Custom of Wearing 
Rings Lost in Antiquity. 


The custom of wearing rings to 
adorn the hank is of such remote) 
date that all attempts to trace its 
origin are lost in the obseurity of 
entiquity; but the primery inten- 
tion of this practice, in early ages 
of the world, appears to have nse 
as an aublem of authority and gov- 
ernment; and this was symbolically 
communibated by delivering a ring 
to the person on whom they were 
intended to be conferred. 

In conformity to this ancient usage 
the 
ring in the ceremony of gmarriage 
(which was first adopted by ‘the 
Greek church) as a symbol of the} 
authority which the husband gave 
to his wife over his household, and 
of the earthly goods with which he 
thus endowed her. 

Under the Roman Consuls, 
were at first manufactured of iron, 
and worn only soldiers, and that 
upon the third finger of the left 
hand, hence denominated the 
finger. Increasing wealth soon su- 
perseded an arnament of this infer- 
ior metal by introducing rings of 
more costly materials, and these 
made of gold were afterward so very | 
general that it is related aftor the} 
celebrated battle of Cannne Hamni-| 
bal sent a bushel of them te the 
Senatofs at Carthage, of which he 
had despoiled the slain and prison- 
ers, 

Under the Emperors, the common 
soldiers, and even freedmen, wore 
gold rings, although they were ori- 
ginally prohibited unless personally | 
given by the Euperor. The poti-| 
tions soliciting this privilege be- 
came, however, so numerous that 
Justinian was tired of their impor! 
tunity and ultimately permitted all! 
who thought proper to bestow them.

Britain’s Former Premier 


Greatest Figure on England's Political 
Stage Pasees Away. 

London, Aug. 23.—Yesterday, on 
exactly the 50th anniversary of his 
entrance into public life as a mem- 
ber of Parliament for Stamford, 
Robert Cecil, Marquis of Salisbury, 
and late British Premier, passed 
away. His disappearance from the 
scene leaves a vacancy which men 
ot the newer generation will find 
hard to fill. He was the greatest 
figure left on Britain's political 
stage on which he had remained 
until the limit of his endurance was 
reached, 

Lord Salisbury's death occurred 


at Hatfield House at 9.30 last even- 
ing. He was unconscious for eight-| 


een hours before he died. He had 
a temporary rally at 11 o'clock Fri- 
day evening. This was followed at 


3 o'clock Saturday morning by a 


relapse, after which the patient did 
not regain consciousness. He grew 
weaker hourly as the morning ad- 
vanced, and as early as eight o'clock 
yesterday ‘morning the physicians 
informed the waiting members of 
the family that the end was only a 
question of a few hours. 

Lord Salisbury, a few weeks ago, 
realizing that death was near, ex- 
pressed a wish to be buried with his 
wife at Hatfield. A proposal un- 
doubtedly will be made to bury him 
at Westminster Abbey, but this will 
be declined by the relatives. 

When halfa century ago young 
Lord Robert Cecil had just returned 
from a visit to the Australian gold 
fields he became a member of the 
House of Commons for Stamford, 
which was practically a pocket- 
borough of the Marquis of Exeter, 
himselfa Cecil. Since then Lord 
Salisbury's career is part of modern 
history.

TT RAINS DIAMONDS. 


Meteorites Contain Black and 
Transparent Diamonds. 


Diamonds trom the skies, conveyed 
to earth in meteoric showers, is a 
| theory first broached by Meydenhau- 
er.. The diamond, he says, can be of 
cosmic origin only, having fallen as 
a meteorite at a late period of. the 
earth's formation. Tho localities 
where diamonds are found contain 
the residues of not very compact 
iIneteroic masses which may have fal- 
len in historic

Dr. Foote. in cutting a ge- 
tion of this meteorite, found tho 
tools were injured by something 
vastly harder than metallic iron. He 
examined the specimen chemically, 
and soon after announced to the sci- 
entific world that the meteorites con-

Never put any warm food away in a 
covered dish. If warm bread or warm 
cake is shut up in a box, the steam will 


make moulding a sure and swift re- 
sult. If wee gpg are left stand- 
ing in a covered dish they will quickly 
become so heavy and as to be 
unfit for use. As a general rule, the 
more quickly food of any kind, but 
particularly soup, cools, the longer it 
Will keep. The t way to care for 
cheese is to wrap it in a piece of linen 
and shut it up in a box, Berries spoil 
quickly if kept in a dish that keeps the 
air shut from them. In fact, the only 
really good way of keeping berries is 
to spread them out evenly on a board. 
It is when, they are heaped together 
that they mould.

How It is Done in the Great City 
of London. 


A candidate for a fireman’s posi- 
tion in London, after having given 
certificates, muscular, mental and 
moral. of his fitness for duty, is 
ansigned to a bed in the probation- 
ers dormitory’’ at Southwark; and 
ans a probationer, undergoes a three 
months’ course of instruction. The 
as follows: 

Instruction is partly indoors, and 
of a theoretical kind, bat chiefly out- 
ofdeors and severely practical. In- 
doors the probationer learns the 
working and parts of the engine, 
which is taken to pieces tor his in- 
sbruction, so that he learns to know 
the parts as intimately as a chaul- 
feur knows his motor. He is also 
thoroughly taught the handling of;

working appliances. He is instruct- 
ed in the topography of London, | 
and in the relative situation of its | 
fire stations, and he learns the} 
number, strength and class of staff} 
and appliances available at each 
point.

The best way, 
however, is to combine the two 
methods. The object of cooling 
milk is to prevent it souring, and 


the souring is the result of the develop- | Press. 


ing of barteria. Cooling milk by 
stirring it and exposing it to the 
air tends to prevent souring, but | 
it also exposes the milk to the dan- 
gor of being contaminated with bac- 
teria, always present in the air, 
which cause bad flavors in the 
cheese, This fact emphasixes the 
importance of stirring the milk, 
where that process is necessary to 
cool it, in pure air. Tho air a few 
feet from the barn is generally the 
most heavily laden with germs, and 
consequently, the milk should not be| 
exposed any more than is neces#ar 
near the barn, but should be strain-| 
ed and otherwise handled same dis- 
tance away, and in a place where 
currents of air do not carry con- 
tamination fram the barn to the 
milk, 

Cooling the milk with ice or wa- 
ter would be the better way, where 
ice or cold water could be bad, as 
this exposes the nülk loses to con- 
tamination. In such cases su- 
cient stirring could be given to cool 
all parts of the milk as quickly as 
possible. Aerating should also be 
practiced when rape, turnips or 
other strong-smelling foods are 
given the cows, but the use of such 
foods is not to be compmonded. 
Stirring the milk for an hour or 
more just over the barnyard fonce, 
or anywhere near the barnyard, 
cannot be too strongly condemned, 
as it adds to the cbeesemaker 
troubles and and tends to injure 
the quality of all the cheese made 
at the factory, by carrying to it 
germs that cause bad flavors and 
pinholes in the finished product. 


TT PAYS TO HERD TURKEYS.

SALT FROM ENGLAND. 


‘Shipped Over in Bags and Shipped 
Back in Meat. 


One thousand sacks of English salt 
pasted through the customs office in 
Kansas City the other morning. It 
is a finc quality used in packing 
meats for export and comes from 
liverpool, saya the Kansas City 
Star. 

A peculiar thing about this same 
salt is that it must travel back to 
Liverpool again, though in a differ. 
ent form. Here it is used in pack- 
ing meat which will ultimately find 
ites way to John Bull's breakfast 
table. John Bull believes in reci+ 
procity, as proved by the salt re- 
ceived. He uses our meat only on 
condition that we use kis salt in 
packing it This arrangement suite 
Kansas City packers and causes them 
little inconvenience. 

When the salt ts received they pay 
(a duty of 12 cents per hundred 
pounds. When it is returned with 
Hes and pork an export duty of the 
| Same amount is charged. Uncle Sam 
| collects 1 per cent for handHng these 
products through the customs office, 
The exporter and consignee got to- 
got her and are not, in the end, out 
very much. 

ons of salt are received in Kan- 
see City for use in the packing 
houses in the west bottoms. It 
comes in sacks weighing about 226 
pounds each. It is mined in the 
south of England, and is of a much 
finer quality, say the packers, than 
they could possibly secure in this 
country, So the arrangorment suits 
both parties to the contract and 
galt comes over in sacks and returns 
im packed meats.

UNKNOWN LAND.

olve Problems. 


While explorers are trying to reath 
the poles and to search into the far 
corners of the earth, there remains a 
wilderness practically untouched near 
home, in the heart of Labrador. This 
country lies along the George River— 
an unmapped stream rising near the 
sources of the Hamilton River, and 
flowing north into Angora Bay. Only 
one white man, John MeLean, of the 
Hudson's Bay Company, has ever 
been there. He ascended the George 
about 60 years ago. He said the 
ascent of the George River was the 
hardest task of 
‘scribes the Indians as living in ab- 
solutely primitive conditions. A 
other things, they kill their ob 
people. McLean tried to establish 
posts, but these were abandoned. 
Since McLean's journey many people 
have tried to reach this unte 
country, but nore have succeeded. 

This is the only country where the 
Indian can be seen untouched by 
civilization. This whole region ts 
practically unmapped as yet. A 
knowledge of the geological con- 
ditions in interior Labrador will be 
likely to help greatly in the solution 
of many problems. There are anf- 
mals, it is said, of this wild land, 
too, unknown anywhere else in the 
globe. For all these reasons Leonl- 
Ir. 8, expedition this 
summer, under the auspices of Out- 
ing, will be watched with great in- 
terest. Mr. Hubbard left Regolette, 
on the Hamilton Inlet, carly in July. 
He took a Cree Indian from Rup- 
ert’s House and one white companion, 
believing that a small party can live 
off the country better than a large 
one, and, ſoreseeing a more -harmoni- 
ous enduring of the privationa and 
dangers of the journey.
